Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that in view of the recent decisons in Noelle 
v. Lederman, 355 F.3d 1343 (Fed. Cir. 2004) and SmithKline Beecham Corporation v. Apotex Corp., 403 F.3d 1328 
(Fed. Cir. 2005), the previous written description under 35 USC 1 12, first paragaph, will be withdrawn. As to the art 
rejection, applicants reiterated arguments of record, with an emphasis on that the prior art does not teach an antibody 
having the recited function. The examiner pointed out it is applicant's burden to provide evidence that using the antigen 
taught by Ross, and the method taught by both Roth and Mechetner, the antibody produced would not have the recited 
function. The examiner will consider any arguments presented in a written response. 
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
